31.—Cablu

that the Russian force which was 
driven back Monday by the Japanese 
at Chong-Ju has been caught In a 
trap In the Korean valley, in north- 
ern Korea, and there is little chancu 
for it to escape capture or annihila- 
tion by the. Japanese, it is now be- 
lieved that the encounter 
Monday 


was nothing more than a nine- of the 
Japanese to get in the rear of tlie 
enemy. While the battle at Cliong 
Ju was in progress, It is reported, 
four squadrons of .Japanese 
inudu 


their way .to the east of the town 
and by a circuitous route reached a 
point where the Russian retreat was 
cut on*. 


Big Battle Expected 
News of a more decisive battle Is 


momentarily expected. Tiie reinforce- 
menu that enabled the Japanese to 
re-take Chang-Jit, together with the 
force that got In the rear of the ene- 
my, makes up a fairly large army, 
probably 2.000 fighting men In all. 
If llic Russians are not reinforced 
the TOO will undoubtedly be forced 
to surrender, as they could not hope 
to wlii over the Jnps In the position 
they occupy. 


Japs Lose 40 Killed 


St. Petersburg, .March 31.—A later 


oinctal dispatch from Gen. Mlshtchcn- 
ko reports tnat on the authority of 
the Inhabitants of Chong-Ju. Korea, 
the Japanese lost -10 men Ullled, 100 
men wounded and a number of hors- 
es during the lighting there Monday. 
The Japanese employed GOO Korean 
bearers to carry their wounded 
to 


Anju. 
Gen. Mlshtchcnko adds that 


Gapt. Stopanoff, who was among the 
Russians wounded, died 
yesterday. 


The above, which was dated March 
29. was forwarded to the emperor to- 
day by Gen. Kuropatkln. 


Shanghai, March 31.—It Is rumor-

Japanese Gain Victory 


Seoul, March 31.—The Russians arc 


in full retreat beyond tho Yolu river. 


Tho first land battle In Corea. fought 


on Monday, will probably be the last. 
From every point tho Russians, Cos 
sacks, artillery and Infantry, are re- 
treating In orderly fashion northward. 


The action fought on Monday was n 


great victory for tho Japanese army. 
The fighting on both sides was bril- 
liant and severe. The Russians were 
strongly Intrenched in Choiu;Ju, which 
IH on the main WIJu const, thirty-five 
miles north of Anju. 
The Japanese 


advance guard came in touch with the 
Russian outposts at l.IiOO meters. The 
RiiHtdanx were driven back on the 
town, which was held by COO Cossacks 
acting as Infantry. 
For several hours 


the firing was at long range, but Jap- 
anese re-onforci!incntH wore hurried 
up. . Several brilliant charges by 
Japanese Infantry drove the Russians 
trom tho first lino of Intronchnients 
Into tlie town proper. Hero they made 
a desperate stand until another Jap- 
anese brigade name In sight. Then, In 
tho face of overpowering number!!, the 
Russians retreated northward, cover- 
ing thi.-lr rear cleverly with a Cos- 
sack Kiiuadroii. 


The Japn -ese troops marched Into 


tno town and now occupy It. 
The 


Japanese luiixoM were three killed and 
ten wounded. A general Japanese ad- 
vunco continues.

TO QUIT TODAY 


Men Refuse to Recognita the Decls 


ion of the Indianapolis

DCS Molnes, March 31.—Tho coal 


miners of Iowa who are members of 
tho United Mine Workers will strike 
to-day at 4 o'clock. They will spend 
tho day getting out tho coal that was 
shot last night, and then will take 
thelc tools and walk out. The pro- 
posed wage cut Is tho cause of tho 
trouble. 
There arc between 14,000 


and 15,000 union mon In the Iowa 
fields. Including the top men and day 
workmen. 
Practically every mining 


section is organized. Tho Northwest- 
ern railroad mines nt Huxton, how- 
ever, aro manned by negroes who are 
not in tho organization. 
Manager 


Buxton notified tho operators' com- 
mittee that ho would not permit them 
to continue at work, but would order 
a lockout at tho same time the union 
miners quit. 


Munitions of 
War. 


Tho operators have about 1,000,000 


tons of coal on hand, and the miners 
havo $80,000 In their treasury. It is 
predicted that both the fund and the 
cool supply will be dissipated at the 
same time, within six weeks, and that 
the strike will end then. 


The strike includes the miners in 


Putnam county, Missouri. 


A final meeting of the scale com- 


mittee was held this morning, but it 
was purely formal and the sole busi- 
ness dono was to adjourn sine die. 


Tho present scale expires this after- 


noon at 4 o'clock. 
Telephone mes- 


sages wore sent to tho mining camps 
all over tho state last night by the offi- 
cers of the miners, calling out tho 
mon. 


The understanding of tho operators 


Is that there will be no attempt to 
open their mines for weeks to come, 
and that tho fight will bo fur 
the 


'open" mine, without recognition of 
tho union.

Gorman Warms Up. 


Mr. Gorman declared that legisla- 


tion had become a farce, all Important 
measures being dictated by the execu- 
tive. 
The "power of patronage" was 


RO great, he said, that It was coming 
to.be that only an executive,order was 


necessary to fecit ari appropriation, and 
•tho recent pension ruling was an ex- 
ample of how Congress was "liecomlng 
a mere recording body.". Citing the 
resolutions ha had introduce'! calling 
for on Investigation, ho said ho dojtbt- 
ed If ever "under similar circum- 
stances a 'similar resolution had -been 
fought so viciously," and asked why. 
If there was nothing to conceal/should 
there be such nn effort to avoid inves- 
tigation.

Federal inspectors 
were refused admittance to Heinzo'a 
Ranis mine, through which it is as- 
serted Helnze extracted $1,000,000 In 
ore from tho disputed vein.

Talesman Notifits Chief of Police 


That He Has Seen Approached 


In Behalf .of Defense. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 31.—Su- 


perior Judge Cook announced from 
tho bench that an attempt had been 
made to tamper with tho jurors In 
the Botkln murder case. He declared 
that ho would discharge the Jury and 
begin tho trial on the case anew. Act- 
ing upon the Information that four 
Jurors had boon bribed to favor the 
prisoner. Mrs. Cordelia Botkln. Judge 
Cook ordered tho Jury Into the cus- 
tody of the sheriff. It Is alleged that 
besides four jurors who are said to' 
have been Influenced an attempt wa« 
made to bribe a fifth one. 


When

denouement came In 


court Mrs. Uothln'o attorney made a 
passionate speech, disclaiming that 
Mra. Botkln or anyone connected with 
her case was Implicated. 
He also 


said that he would not continue with 
the present Jury. The state's attor- 
ney concurred In a motion to dis- 
charge the Jury.

HIGH WATER IN 
THE 
RACE 


And Advisability of Putting In Piling 


at Railroad Bridge Discussed— 


All Was Not Harmonious. 


Sheet piling across the race* at the 


railway bridge, the advisability 
of 


building a dam across .Main street 
at Fourth avenue and the question ot 
opening the chutes at the .upper clam 
were discussed by the citizens who 
attended the special meeting called 
by the city council last evening. Act- 
Ing Mayor Jitdd announced that vhe 
meeting was called to consider ways 
and means of 
protecting 
property 


from tile high water. George Suther- 
land upon being called upon to ex- 
press his opinion In the matter Raid 
that he did not think that anything 
should be done to change the dam. 
If the chute were taken out It would 
do ten times more Injury than was 
now suffered and a liability to ser- 
ious litigation would be Incurred. 


No Debris Afloat 


Sutton NorrlH said that he had not- 


ice,I that the water was now 17 or 
18 Inches below the high water mark 
of 1881. At that time the water was 
filled with debris of mills ntid bridges, 
whereas nothing but water seemed to 
be nnoat at present. He did not be- 
lieve that there was any danger un- 
less the water should rise much high- 
er.- providing of course some weak 
place In the- flumes did not give way 
or the stream get to cutting around 
the enJs of the dams.

A ballot so .marked and having no- 
other mark, will be counte.1 for all tnc cRn,iii]ntes ot that party In the column underneath, unless tho names ot 
some of tho candidates of the party havo been erased or a cross mark be placed in the square under the name 
or at any place In tho space occupied "y the name or names of candidates In another column, and will bo 
counted for any name written In lieu of one erased. If the voter wishes to vote for some of tho candidates 
of different political parties he should make a cross mark under tlio name of each candidate ho desires to voto 
for. or at any place within tho space In which the name Is printed.
